sympathies have never gone out to a 
brave and chivalrous people still in 
the throes of their renaissanee, ‘The 
old claptrap of “East is East” is 
potent yet in uninstructed ears, 

More slowly but not less surely 

the geim of discontent has wrought 
its work among the English corres- 
pondents. Journalists are but human 
after all; in the reur even of a 
Victorious army they see the losses, 
the weaknesses, the. failures, which 
loom up largely when the successes in 
front ore bidden from view. Conceal- 
ment makes them first disappointed, 
then dulious, finally bitter. Hence 
the tone of the men now streaming 
down the China coast, besieging the 
cable offices of the treaty ports, and 
turning Liaoyang into a Russian 
vietory. Shanghai has its quota; 
Chefoo is full of them, “ Correspon- 
dent's Row” at the Chefco Hotel 
cchoes hourly with storics of Japanese 
trifling and Japanese “side.” ‘These 
yroud islanders have to be “taken 
down peg.” From that attitude the 
transition to a belief in Russian power 
of ultimate — secovery—especially 
when it is aided by Russian informa- 
tion proffered with the most tactful 
urbanity—is easy enough, In front 
of the quiet blue waters of Chefoo 
bay, the Russians have won their 
first and only victory. ‘They have 
rediscovered an old truth, that the 
ty pewriter is mightier even than the 
pompom, 

As we stated at the beginning of 
this article, the matter is really 
serious for Japan. Once let the 
sympathy of the nations, and more 
especially of England and America, 
pass from her, and her task, difficult 
as it is aleevly, wil! bsoy ns almost 
aginpossbtroi, We stl! ggliove 


that in her speedy success is to be 
found the best hope for present and 
future peace in the Far East; we 
still believe that she is capable of| 
bringing that success about. But it 
will ‘simplify her course immensely 
if, even at this late stage, she lets the 
world, not into her secrets, but into 
her confidence. A little more faith 
in her friends would repay itself a 
hundred fold.

Liu 
Kun-yi, appointing Mr. I. E. Taylor, 
a Commissioner and Statistical 
Secretary, to the post of Acting In- 
spector-General. As all the Customs 
buildings, and the whole plant, so to 
apeak, of the Inspectorate-General at 

king were destroyed in the siege, 

it became necessary to have a tem- 
porary establishment where the work 
of the office could be carried on, and 
for this purpose the Deputy In- 
spector-General, Sir Robert E. Bre- 
lon, was sent down to Shanghai 
after the siege was raised. But 
when the Customs establishment at 
Peking was rebuilt, and the organisa- 
tion of Sir Robert Hart’s bureanx 
completed, and a diminution of the 
political work that had been forced 
upon him by the confusion in Pe- 
king enabled him to take again 
into his own hands the full direction

The Acting Commissioner 
of Customs is Mr. E. T. Gilcbrist, an 
American citizen, and the general 
ttade of the port is not likely to 
suffer in his hands.

The Askold passed up the river on 
Saturday afternoon to her retreat at. 
the Chinese Eastern Railway Co’s 
Wharf near Tunkadoo, in all the 
glory of new paint and gilding, but 
without a rag of bunting anywhere 
visible ; and it was impossible not to 
sympathise with the crowd of officers 
and sailors in white who thronged 
her decks and bridges. They bave 
only one consolation; they are safe 
until the war is over, As regards 
her crew and that of the Grosovoi 
we understand that three proposi- 
tions were before the Chinese 
Government, the Japanese Govern- 
ment having firmly protested against 
the officers and men being sent home 
on parole, These were: (1) to dis- 
tribute the crews among the various 
treaty ports in China’ where there 
are Russian Consulates; (2) To 
intern them at the forts at Kiangyin 
on the Yangtze; (3) To allow them 
to remain disarmed on board their 
vessels, The first proposal was. 
originally adopted, as we mentioned 
some days ago; but unforeseen 
difficulties cropped up and it was 
withdrawn, The difficulty in the 
case of the second arises from the 
existence of extiaterritoriality, Lt 
would not_be ensy for the General 
at Kiangyin to exercise control over 
a large body of foreigners who by 
treaty are not subject to his juris- 
diction ; and it would be a cruelty to 
the men themselves to intern them 
with nothing to occupy their bodies 
or minds in a Chinése camp for 
mouths aud perhaps years, To keep 
them on their ships in this climate, 
unoccupied, is also objectionable, and 
it will probably give their officers 
plenty of occupation, But there 
seems to be no other course, and at 
least they will be able, well-behaved 
men as they are, to find sume 
distractions here, where there isa 
Russian Colony, and where there is a 
Consul-General with the ability and 
the power to settle any questions that 
may arise during their detention, We 
learn that the Japanese Government 
has assented to this last proposal ; 
Dut up to yesterday afternoon the 
Consul-General for Japan here, Mr. 
Odagiri, had received no reply from 
the Taotai on the subject.

“LEG BEFORE.”

Law 24, as laid dawn by the Moses 
of our Cricket Dispensation, seems 
so plain that even the mer-st tyro 





‘at the game need not make any mis- 
take in applying it. Here it is:— 
«he striker is out if with part of 


bis person he stops the ball which in 
the opinion of the Umpire at the 
bowler’s wicket, shall have been 
pitched in a straight line from it to 
the striker’s wicket and would have 
hit it -—Leg before wicket.” 

The looseness of the composition 
here need not affect the manner in 
which the “law” is to be construed. 
The two “its” refer to the bowler’s 
and striker’s wickets respectively be~ 
tween which the ball must have 
pitched. This is the first fi 
mental point to be noted. 
ball must pitch so as to touch or 
fall upon a narrow strip of geound 
twenty-two yards long 
eight inches wide. 
in’ twenty-two yards 
pretty narrow line, and the only 
chance an umpire has of judging ac- 
curately whether or no the ball has 
actually dropped within its confines 
js to stand exactly behind the bowl- 
er’s wicket and not half-a-yard to 
one side as he sometimes does. 
Should it happen that he ws asked to 
stand a little wide by the batsman 
because of the darkness of his (the 
umpire’s) attire, the right thing to 
do isto don the umpire’s coat and 
not stand where he cannot hope to 
give correct decisions. If on the 
other hand the bowler after deliver- 
ing the ball runs between the umpire 
and the opposite wicket as is fre- 
quently the case, the umpire’s dury 
is to stand fast, to warn tie bowler, 
and if appesls are made when the 
bowler's body is m the way, to vive 
the bat-man “not out” whateve 
bas happened. 

Bui it is not enough thet the bat 
should have pitched on the very 
contracted line from wicket to ‘

leg as to have gone wide of the 
stumps. 

‘This question of “ break ” brings 
us to the complications of the ques- 
tion. In the early days of cricket, 
“break” was as unknown as were 
the scientific curves now so common 
to piching in baseball. There was 
no necessity therefore to bother one’s 
head very much about niceties which 
are matiers of every Saturday ex- 
perience now. Let us examine a 
ase or two to see how varying 
ystances might be adjudged. 

‘Take a bowler of Mr. Potter's style 
for example, and let him bow! a good 
length ball which pitches on a line 
joining the two middle stumps. ‘The 
ball is seen to swerve a little to leg 
jjust enough to make the batsmay 
miss it, ard receive it on his pad. 
Ts he out? That is a matter for the 
umpire to decide in the twinkling of 
an eye, and he does so by making up 
his mind whether or no the “break” 
was sufficient to cirry the ball clear 
of the wicket had the leg not been 
there, 

Now, in the next over, let us sup- 
pose, our Lunicr tries his little game 
‘on again, this time pitching up the 
ba'l so far that in playing well for- 
ward to it the striker receives it on 
his toe. ‘This time he is out, “ with- 
out benefit ofclergy.” The ball might 
have broken away as the other did, 
but the umpire takes no note of 
might-have-beens. 

Once more, imagine a_ ball sent. 
down so that the batsman is tempted 
to orerreach himself in playing for: 
: we have seen such cases, A 
stright ball again hits him on the 
toe before it has had any chance 
‘break away atll, but immediately 
Is the 
striker out? Some men Id at 
once say, “ Yes, undoubtedly.” ‘They 
go on the rule that if the ball touch 
the person before it touches the bat, 
the striker is out. But hard and fast 
rules are not encouraged by the spirit 
of good.cricket. ‘The law is worded 
so loosely that the proverbial coach 
and horses might be driven through 
it with ease, and such a case as I 
have adduced ought to be decided on 
the matter of fact. Would the ba'l 
“jn the opinion of the umpire ”“—that 
is the point—have hit the wicket had 
the toe not been there? By hypo- 
thesis as Euclid would say it, would 
not. ‘Therefore in that case the man 
is not out, though he would probably 
have had short shrift from most 
mateur umpires, and we doubt not 
from some professionals.

Now take a similar case to one 
previously considered, From his 
ordinary delivery point Milner sends 
down a ball so far up that it drops 
right on the batsman’s foot exactl 
in line between the wickets. “ How’s 
that?” “Not out.” In the ordinary 
course of things the ball would have 
gone clear of the wicket to leg, 
“break” not being taken into con- 
sideration because it had no chance 
to show itself. A diagram would 
prove this to the most unconvineed 
questioner. 

We have written this much in 
order ‘first to show that the umpire’s 
duty is not so’ delightfully simple as 
might be Thought, and second 
because in this |.b.w, matter in 
particular, there is no doubt that 
very outrageous decisions are some- 
times given hero as elsewhere.

Sinco thero appears to survive in the 
Pross and among the public of the United 
States much obstinate misconception 
about the position which this Govern- 
mont has,taken in regard ‘to the protec- 
tion of American interests in the Far 
East, we roproduce in another column 
tho correspondence which passed between 
Washington and Peking, and Washington 
and St. Petorsburg at the time of tho 
conclusion of the Manchurian convention 
between Russia and China. It was the 
reported terms of the convention which 
Russia was trying to force on China_ in 
1901 that moved Mr. Hay to direct Mr. 
Conger to take an early opportunity to 
advise Prince Ching: “That the Pre- 
sident trusts and expects that no arrange- 
ment which will permanently impair the 
territorial integrity of China, or injure 
the logitimate interests of tho United 
States, or impair the ability of China to 
moot hier international obligations, will 
be made with any single Power.” From 
that comprehensive ‘definition of the 
position and policy of this country, Mr. 
Hay never receded. He instructed the 
Amorican Ambassador in St. Petereburg 
to repeat it with the samo emphasis that 
he had asked Mr. Congor to lay on it in 
his communications with Prince Ching. 
It will bo observed that Mr. Hay did not 
allow himself tobe led away from the 
main subject by tho suave assurance of 
the Russian Representative at Peking 
that no greater privileges were being 
ked in Manchuria than the Germans 
ready possessed in Shantung, or by 
Count Lamsdorft’s ingenious efforts to 
show that if the Russo-Chinese Bank 
should obtain concessions in China, “ the 
agreements of a private character relating 
to them would not differ from those here- 
tofore concluded by so many other for- 
eign corporations.” At St. Petersburg 
as at Peking the plain declaration was 
made that the Government of the United 
States “could look only with concern 
upon any arrangement by which China.

THE . 
JAPANESE VICTORY 
AT LIAOYAN 





15th September, 

OxE of the greatest battles of 
modern times, if not.of any times, a 
battle whose operations covered at 
least ten days and in which some four 
hundred thousand men altogether 
were engaged, and a battle which 
had been looked forward to even 
before the time when General Kuroki 
crossed the Yalu on the Ist of May 
last, ended on the morning of Sunday, 
the 4th of September instant, in a 
complete victory for the attackers, 
the Japanese, and thus the crown 
was put for the moment on the un- 
broken series of successes achieved 
hy the three armies to which the 
Emperor of Japan entrusted the task 
of compelling the Russians to carry 
out their reiterated promises to eva- 
cuate southern Manchuria, That it 
isa complete victory, whatever its 
cost, for the attacking force, when 
the defending force is driven from all 
its positions, when it burns or aban- 
dons its stores, leaves piles of its 
dead and wounded on the field, and 
sets ont to “advance northward ” to- 
wards a new-base, the most captious 
cannot gainsay. In fact, General 
Kuropatkin confessed his defent more 
than three days before it was con- 
summated, by setting to work with 
feverish haste to remove what stores 
he could by road and railway. It 
does not detract from the glory earn- 
ed by the Japanese that G-neral 
Kuropatkin was able to hold them 
at bay long enough to carry off 
a considerabie portion of his enor- 
mons accumulation of stores and 
munitions. We have not yet heard 
from the Japynese the details of 
the booty captured by them, 

It must be remembered, in .es- 
timating the task that the Japanese 
undertook at Liaoyang, that it was a 
siege as well as a battle. Ab Nan- 
shan the Rus-ian Gencral at Port 
Artbur had had months to prepare 
what a high Rursian — military 
authority dee ared to be an_impreg- 
nable position, and the Japanese 
took it in one day. At Liaoyang the 
Russian Generals had been five 
months at work preparing another 
impregnable position, provided with 
endless redoubts, mines, ditches, en- 
urenchments, pitfalls, wire entangle- 
ments—all the expedients of modern 
defensive warfare—with a force at 
least equal in numbers to the at- 
tackers, including two fresh army 
corps from Europe inspired with a 
fine contempt for the little yellow 
wen who had routed the Siberian 
troops, and the Japanese took it in 
ten days; Ix would not really be 
surprising if the Japanese loss ‘were 
double that of the Russiaus, consider- 


























ing the strength of the positions 
they captured; asa fact, it was nob

more than ha'f. They justified 
the statement made by General 
Kuropatkin himself to excuse his 
defeat, that no Edropean army could 
have done what the Japanese did 
there and at Nanshan; partly be- 
cause no European General, fight- 
ing in the fierce light thrown upon 
his actions by a hundred special cor- 
respondents, would dare to incur 
the slaughter which renewed avtacks 
on fortified positions involve in these 
days of quickfirers and machine 
guns, 

We printed some days ago ex- 
tracts from the eulugies written by 
the principal London papers when 
the news of the great Japanese 
victory reached,them. ‘The “ Times,” 
the “Staudard,” the “Daily Tele- 
graph,” and the “Morning Post” 
vied with each other in glorify- 
ing the strategical skill of the 
Japanese Generals and the irresistible 
valour of their troops. “The Japan- 
ese triumph,” said the “Daily Tele- 
graph,” “is one of themost extraordin- 
ary feats of arms ever performed by 
any people. It stands alone in the 
long history of the East. Japan has 
vindicated her claim to be « Great 
Power once for all,” The “Standard” 
said that we must throw over our 
long-cherished conviction that there 
could be no true civilisation that did 
not spring fcom Christian, Greek, or 
Roman sources. The “Vossische 
Zoitung,” représenting a strong body 
of intelligent German opinion, was 
equally [iudatory. ‘Lhe world, in 
truth, »s we wrote last week, never 
gralzes its praise to success co nobly 
aud gallantly won, 

It was then wich some surprise 
and x good deal of incredulity that 
we received Reuter’s telegram of 
Monday last stating that “a re- 
markable charge is occurring in Bri- 
tish opinion relative to the capacities 
of the belligerents, There his been 
a tendency hitherto to despise the 
Ravsian strategy, but the critics de- 
clare’ that they muss modify their 
previous opinions reg wding the pros- 
pects of te campaign, For the firs 
time there seems 10 be a doubt about 
the outcome, The‘ Daily Telegraph; 
suys that Marshal Oyama has been 
completely foiled by General Kuro- 
patkin’s indomitible tactics.” To 
the average man who judges by re- 
sults, and who considers that an army 
has succeeded when it has done what, 
it,set out to do, this sudden change 
of front is aimost as‘ounding. The 
highest expectation that the Japanese 
bad was that in this yeu'’s cam- 
paign they would take Port Arthur, 
and drive the Russians out of 
Corea and S.uthern Manchuria, 
This was their aim, and though not, 
the most sanguine Japanese expected 
to accomplish this without some set- 
backs, and at any rate heavy losses, 
they are already well on the way to 
accomplish their nim without a single 
cunt.elemps that can be called a 

















reverse, All General Kuropaikin'’s 
strategy has been shown in retreat 
ing, and the Japanese have them- 
selves allowed that experience has 
made him much more adept in 
this branch of military operations 
than they can profess to be. It is 
quite true that there was a hope that 
Marshal Oyama would be able not 
only to defeat Kuropatkin at Liao- 
yang, but also to envelop and cap- 
ture the whole or a portion of his 
force, Kuropatkin evaded this by 
the simple strategy of beginning to 
retreat three or four days before he 
was beaten. If with at least an 
equal force behind defences which 
he had been five months construct- 
ing, he could not hold or even check 
the Japanese advance, it is cruel 
sarcasm to praise his “indomitable 
tactics.” It must be admitted that 
the American military critics were 
right who foresaw that the Japanese 
were not strong enough to turn 
Laaoyang into a Sedan, They had 
never undertaken to do it, though 
sowe of their friends hoped they 
would be able to; but that they 
disappointed these hopes does not 
detract from what they did accom- 
plish; though it is human nature to 
dwell’ more on the complement hoped 
for but unachieved than on the 
achievement itself. 

If this change of face on the part 
of the home Press, of which, however, 
we have no confirmation, has really 
occurred, it is doubtless tly ex- 
plained by the disgust of dhe special 
correspondents at their experiences 
in this war. ‘The home papers have 
spent enormous sums of money. ia 
equipping and dispatching war cor- 
respondents and artists, with no 
practical result, and some natural 
tritation has resulted. Our own 
military authorities consider that 
the Japanese have acted very wisely 
in keeping the corresponden's away 
from the battle-field; but on this 
particular occasion the papers at 
home would have been able to realise 
better what Japan’s achievement is 


if they cou'd have had first-hand | ¢ 


accuunts from their trained observers, 
iustead of having to rely so largely 
on reports from the Russian side. 
But, as we have said, what the cor- 
re:pondents mainly covplain of is, 
that they were deluded week after 
week with promises which were 
never kept. We can well believe 
that the Goverament at Tokio were 
hosest in making these promises, 
but that when it came to the point 
it was the Generals in the field who 
postponed the performance again 
and again, The result may be un- 
fortunate for the moment, but it 
cannot permanently affect the appre- 
ciation of Japan’s great deeds, 
Meanwhile, Reuter’s telegram has 
just come in showing what the situa- 
tion of the Russian army at Mukden

CHUNGKING. 


(rom OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
23rd August. 
The Weather. 

In my last communication to you—that 
of the 19th inst.—I omitted to state that 
during the months of June, July, and the 
early part of this month there was a 
severe drought all over the west, which 
caused grave anxiety, for the crops were 
withering away for lack of moisture. The 
atmosphere, too, was so desiccated that 
though the thermometer registered a high 
reading tho heat did not seem to be un- 
bearable. ‘The native officials, and the 
people generally, propitiated the gods for 
rain. Some of the city gates here were 
closed for a considerable time, to the im- 
mense inconvenience of most people— 
foreigners and natives alike. Heavy rains, 
however, at last saved the situation, 
greatly to the gratification of the farmers 
‘and of the officials. For a short while 
afterwards the weatherpendulum showed 
a bias in the opposite direction, and the 
country people say they have had all they 
want now in the shapo of rain : they want 
to got a chance to gather their crops, 


The River. 

‘The river went up to 77’ 9” on Saturday 
last, which is the highest record this season. 
‘The lofty stone bridge at Lungménhao, to 
the west of the Chungking Trading Com- 
pany’s hong, and the island, including the 
tree thereon, opposite to Messrs. Mackenzio 
& Co’s hong on the city side, were com- 
pletely covered. Thore must have been 
hedvy rains up-country, too, for the riso 
of the river was sudden, and was, of 
course, caused by freshots. Tho water 
was covered by the usual, woolly froth 
that always shows on the Upper Yangtso 
during the extreme height of the river, 
which, no doubt, is caused by the strong 
current -rushing fiercely through tho 
rapids in the higher reaches. Tho cur- 
rent in the main river opposite to Chung- 
king and above is very sluggish at pro- 
sent owing to the volume of water com- 
ing down from the “little river.” which 
dams the main stream to an appreciable 
extent. Several junks havo already boon 
wrecked this season on their way up from 
Ichang. No one here, however, is ever 
surprised to hear of a wreck, as that is a 
phenomenon inseparably. connected with 
the navigation of the western ond of the 

i connection groat 
numbers of boats and junks and native 
lives aro lost that one never hears of. 
Boats or junks leave a cortain point and 
are never seen again. At the present 
time, owing to the height of the water. 
the river is unnavigable as far as the 
Gorges are concerned, and cargo, junke 
on their way to Ichang are held up by 
the officials at Kueichou until the 
water subsides to a certain point. At 
this time of the year the whirlpools and 
eddies in the Gorges are terrific, and 
any attempt to negotiate the Gorges 
just now would be fraught with imminent 
jperil. The only craft that, enjoy an 
almost complete immunity from: harm 
are the boats used by the Chinese Im- 
perial Post to ply between Chungking 
and Ichang. It used to be said—and, 1 
daresay is still—of the steamers of ono of 
the China coast lines that they were 
made by he 3 mile and sawed off as they 
were required : themetsphor appertaini: 
to the. large .numbers.of such. eamons, 
their sameness of construction, and their 
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general homogent 2p 
that shoot the rapids between Chung- 
king and Ichang are, probably, knocked 
together by the dozen—also made by the 
mile, one “might siy,—for they are 
constructed solely for the one trip down, 
‘at about 12,600 cash each, and on their 
arrival ‘at Ichang are broken up and 
sold as firewood. A boat leaves Chung- 
king with the down mails every Tuesday 
and Friday morning. That means two 
now boats per week. One would, there- 
fore, not be wrong in assuming that a 
“stock? of these mail-boats is kept on 
hand. It may, and, doubtless, will, sound 
strange to those who have never been 
out West, here, that the postal-boats 
have such a short existence. The rea- 
son is this: it would ‘cost far more than 
they are each worth to track” them back 
to Chungking again, for “trackers” and 
boatmen, and pilot want payment, and, 
eager and inventive as the Chinese Postal 













authorities are in:the matter of “ regulat- 
ing” the transmission of mail from the 
torrid Zone to the frigid Zone, and 
vice versd, their postal-boats have not 
yet roached that stage as to be able to 
‘make tracks’ back again from Ichang of 
themselves, It must be remembered that 
all ‘up? mails,—with the oxception of 
parcels which come by junk—from Ichang 
to Chungking are brought overland. 
During the number of years that these 
postal-boats have been in vogue, only 
one, I understand, has been wrecked. 
Another thing is they do not ‘tie up’ 
.at sundown as other craft do, but 
‘carry on? all night, and usually cover 
the distance between here and Ichang 
in from three to five days, according to the 
strength of the current. 
Naval.

Educational. 

‘A school for the purpose of teaching 
English to the native youth of Chungking, 
both male and female, will shortly be 
opened here. The prime mover in the 
venture is Mr. Yang Siu-ching, of Messrs. 
Mackenzie & Cos firm, at this port. Mr. 
Yang, who is vory progressive, has 

<already ongaged Mr. G. F. Shipway of 

Shanghai to be headmaster of the Boys’ 
Department. The school is to be a 
thorough “business” institution, where 
the scholars will have to really work 
and apply themselves in earnest to their 
studies, so that after a course of from 
three to five years they will not emergo 
from the seminary with a more namby- 
pamby smattering of English—calling rico 
“Jico,” “and saying “I am lot” for 1 am 
not, and so forth—but be able to make 
themselves useful as, for instance, inter- 
proters, if called upon to do so. The 
instruction will be mainly secular in cot 
tradistinction to the missionary schools 
horo where it is mainly religious. Every 
Chungking scholar is not going to become, 
fa native pastor. Mr. Shipway, who is, I 
understand, an excellent man for the 
post, will be here about the end of 
October, or the early part of November. 
Native Official Intelligence. 

Lin Chao-king, Commandant of the 
Local Militia, departed on the 19th, 
‘August for Kiukiang, owing to the death 
of his brother, late Taotai of that place.. 
The command of the militia is now tem- 
porarily vested in Chang T'®, Chungking’ 
prefect, much to the chagrin and disgust!

KIUKIANG

‘9th September. 
Naval Visitors. 

Kiukiang has had several naval visitors 
this week, the German Seeadler and 
Luchs and the French cruiser Montcalm 
and four destroyers, which stayed here 
somo days to meet the Consul-General. 
Together with the Snipe they presented 
quite an imposing offect. 

The Loping Riot. 

The Snipe is still here and the disturb- 
ances in the Poyang Lake which were 
alleged as a reason why she should not 
visit that inland sea seem to be more 
than an official pretext. A ridt arose at 
Jaochou (Loping) over the imposition of 
a tax on indigo, and popular disapproval 
was shown by the burning of the yamén. 
The magistrate’s wife disappeared, either 
in the conflagration or by capture by the 
rioters. The Kiukiang Taotai set off for 
the scene of hostilities with war junks 
and hundred and fifty men and rein- 
forcements are being sont, amounting to 
not far short of a thousand men, so 
that‘it seems as if wo must call it a re- 
bollion rather than a riot. One man at 
least has arrived for treatmont at 
the hospital, badly injured in tho fight. 


French Sailors jn Trouble. 

In Kiukiang we had asmall row, which 
might have led to disagrecable conse- 
quences. A party from the Montcalm 
came on shore on Tuesday night and took 
to using theic knives, so that two natives 
had to bo taken to the hospital for treat- 
ment. If it wore foreiguers who had 
beon thus handled, it would bo considerod 
a terrible outrage; being Chineso, it 
was but a small matter, to be settled 
by forty or’ fifty dollars, But. this 
happens frequently whon we ha 
French man-of-war in port, and mal 
us hail the sight of the ‘Tricolor with 
some misgivings. Indeod it is said that 
the Sisters at the hospital prepare an 
extra supply of bandages when a French 
ship is here! Other nationalities are 
not such great offenders in this respect, 
although recently a party of sailors 
from a German gunboat broke some 
windows in an unoccupied house. 
Rare Music. . 

‘Apart from this unfortunate occurrence, 
the residents of Kiukiang had reason to 
be -obliged to the Montcalm, for the

Each year ses improved. facilities on 
tho mountain, better roads, more con- 
venient supplies, etc. ‘The special launch 
coming up from Shanghai cach Saturday 
and leaving Sanjaoboo Monday morning 
has been a boon to the Shanghai people. 
‘Wo trust it will be continued next yoar 
and make at least two trips per week. 
Weare sadly in need of telegraph or 
telephone connection with the rest of the 
world. ‘The nearest telegraph station is 
at Hangchow, a twelve hours’ journey 
from here. * 

There are five or six uew houses now 
building and a number of others aro 
planned to be erected by next summer. 
We have a pleasant summer, with 
pleasant weather for the most part. 
September is especially fine. But a 
general exodus has already begun and 
while we are sorry to leave yet we are 
glad to return where duty calls.

The Weather and the Crops. 

‘Tho question has been soriously raised 
whether. the weather of China is 
not “changing.” We should think it 
is, and this particular section of 
creation may be cited in proof. In 
the early spring there set in such a 
succession of gentle rains as “the oldest 
inhabitant” could not recall within, say 
50 yoars. Under the spell of the old 
English dictum that “ April showers make 
May flowers” the foreign contingent 
openly applauded this arrangement, as a 
manifest advance on anything heretofore 
Known. This would mean a copious 
wheat harvest. It would mean early 
planting of other crops and later ones as 
well with something like a certainty of 
abundance in the autumn. But the wary 
Chinese (whom it is as difficult to suit as 
old farmers at home) shook his head, 
and remarked that it was “pu hao!” 
Nothing could induce him to recede from 
this position. How was it “no-good ?” 
Why, the rain would make the grotnd too 
wet to plant, if things kept on in this 
reckless style the seeds when they were 
in would all rot, and besides the wa-er 
would very likely all be used up, and 
there would be none left for the regular 
summer rains, scheduled in this latitude 
for July and August. During the months 
of May and June there were numerous 
and heavy showers at the north, Peking, 
Tientsin, etc., but in this district almost 
nothing additional to the three weeks, 
continual dripping of April. . 

‘The ground was planted, and there 
being no more rain the later seeds did 


to dry up. How was this, wlien there 
had been so much rain? Why, we were 
told, the seeds took it for granted that 
the weather was to continue like that, 
and they did not “get a dry rool.” Con- 
sequently they died. Then came a ro- 
planting, but the rains were too late, and 
these beans and corn did not get a fair 
start before tho rains came. There was 
not time for them to get ripe before 
“*frost-fall” which is a fixed and invariable 
date. But there wore compensations in 
ambush. The first rains were so abundant, 
as todrown the little bean plauts, and 
later rains succeeding rapidly the beaus 
remained drowned to this day. ‘The corn 
grew up a few inches, but there is not time 
forittoripen. The heavy showers have, 
“spoiled the cotton” which is a main de- 
pendence wherever there is “white 
soil” (but it won’t grow on the black soil, 
having colour prejudices), and there is 
going to be but afraction of acrop. Then 
there was heavy hail that pounded the 
Deans of “ten villages” into the ground 
and stripped every leaf off the corn. But 
this was only in certain favoured spots, 
other escaping. Ifyou ask‘any particular 
farmer about the crops, ‘he shakes his 
wary head. “Just around here they aro 
much better than at my placo—I shall not 
make half a crop.” There is certainly a 
great difference in localities, and there are 
regions where little soems to bo growing 
well. Yet on the whole it looks after all 
like a record year for grain, but no one 
will admit it. Nothing but the infall- 
‘ible register of autumn prices will show 
what is what, and it is likely that when 
those develop it will be found to be just 
a good average, no more, and notmuch less. 
Meantime spring rains are hereafter to 
be discouraged, lest plants fail to get in 
“adry root!” Rumours of breaks in 
the rivers abound, but it is the Yellow 
River at Lichin, the Hsialisi River some- 
where to the west, the tangle of streams 
at Tientsin, butinot anywhere near here. 
Our floods this year come from the 
imperial “highway” which is now a 
canal, on which shallow boats might go 
for miles together. When the whole 
stretch is full it begins to spill over on 
the fields. Thero is an old river bed 
close by, once used for the Yellow River, 
Dut no one has ever thought to make the 
surplus of the road run into that, which 
is several hundred yards wide and twenty 
foot deop.

The Chefoo Incident. 


The Japanese caso as to the seizuro of 
the Russian destroyer Roschitjeluij at 
Chefoo has been fally set forth by tho 
recent circular issued by tho Tokio 
Foreign Office and the incident is now 
virtually settled. ‘The Japanese are con- 
vinced that their act was necessitated by 
the exigencies of the situation, a reason 
which has several times been advanced 
by Russia for acts which involved the 
soizure of much more than a broken down 
torpedo-vessel. Moreover, thero is no 
denying the fact that the Reschitjelnij 
entered Chefoo in order to make some 
warlike communications and took in about 
fifty tons of coal. 





Diplomatic Tendencies. 


-It_is, however, no secrot that while 
the Japanese case in the Reschitjelnij 
soizure was not well known abroad, a fow 
Powers intimated to Japan tho advis- 
ability of restoring tho vessel. Accord~ 
ing to what is stated in tho best-informoct 
circles, it was no other person than 
President Roosevelt who first proposed: 
the desirability of the restitution of 
the Reschitjelnij. He conferred on the 
matter with the British Ambassador at 








Washington over the head of Secretary 
Hay. Hence the advice to Japan by 
England and America. Japan refused to 
comply with the overtures. Meanwhile 
Baron Komura gave Sir Claude Mac- 
Donald to understand that Japan might 
reconsider the question when Port 
Arthur has been actually taken by 
the Japanese, Not unnaturally somo 
naval sections are rathor dissatisfied with 
the presont proceedings. 


Mediation. 


Japan is compelled to fight out the 
war for her very existence. A somi- 
ofticial organ only recently declared that 
any attempt at intervention or mediation 
will prove fruitless unless supported by 
superior force of arms, Bo that as it 
may, it must be borne in mind that the 
energetic Kaiser Wilhelm proposed tho 
joint interference in the Japan-China 
war. Theodore Roosevelt is akin to 
the Kaiser in not a few respects. It re- 
mains to be seen with keen interest whe- 
ther the precipitous President can remain 
calm asfar as the natural conclusion of 
the war. Meanwhile, it is noticoable that 
Judge Parker's popularity now appears 
to threaten Mr. Roosevelt in the next 
campaign, and it is open to doubt whether 
he cau seriously touch foreign affairs 
during this period. It is also understood 
in the better informed circles that the 
Czar will use frantic efforts to continue 
the war and turn the tables for the vory 
existence of the Throne. 








Capture of Liaoyang. 


Linoyang was completely captured at 
7 am, yesterday aiter the night attack 
and the assault on Sunday morning. ‘The 
present battle or series of battles speaks 
volumes for the marvellous endurance 
as well as the impetuous -dash of the 
‘Japanese forces. Lieut.-General Sakharoff 
called it “ fanaticism.” Below is a sum- 
mary of the proceedings of the three army 
corps which participated in the taking of 
Liaoyang. :

The Siege of Port Arth 

It is not surprising that a cortain 
amount of disappointmont is felt at the 
unoxpectod delay in the fall of Port 
Arthur, When the investment of Port 
‘Arthur began, there was a general 
consensus of opinion that the “impreg- 
nable” stronghold would become a com- 
paratively easy prey to the besieging 
army. It must be borne in mind that it 
was the first time that the Japanese were 
ongaged in a siege war and there has not 
boon the organisation of a besieging force 
in Japan. However, many people seem 
to think that they have been somebow 
deceived. ‘They have beon also involved 
in losses in consequence of this optimi 
In particular, the lantern makers and 
flag makers ‘have suffered — soverely. 
Intelligent anticipation does not some- 
times pay. But the brilliant vic- 
tory at Liaoyang certainly sets off the 
disappointment that was felt at the 
delay in Port Arthur. Moreover, the 
Japanese forces at the rear of Lushun- 
kao (Port Arthur) are not at rest and, 
HfL mistake not, the offensive was 
resumed on the 3rd inst. But this time 
the operations are to be prosecuted, it 
js reported, in the safest method, and 
with the smallest possible casualities, 
hence the prolongation inevitable.

ahead, stating that Liaoyang was cap- 
tured on the Ist inst. and that all the 
Japanese armies were pursuing the 
enomy. ‘of course proved nonsensi- 
cal. On Saturday afternoon, the “ Asahi” 
also issued an extra reporting the 
final fall of Liaoyang. Tho extra was 
printed in big red type and contained 
a goddess. Innocent people thereupon 
hoisted flags and adorned their residences 
with “Banzai” lanterns. Some firms 
made olectric displays and consider- 
able confusion resulted in the main 
streets. Meanwhile the Imperial res- 
cript and the reply to the Throne 
from Marshal-Marquis Oyama, as well as 
aseries of official bulletins, were in the 
sense of contradicting the oversanguine 
reports by the above enterprising journals 
but the latter continued to instance later 
on “ sour grapes” and one of thom stated 
indeed that “our extra was sent to the 
front and greatly enhanced the martial 
spirit.” A similar incident took place in 
Port Arthur was made to 
fall on Friday last by another enterpri- 
sing vernacular contemporary, ‘ Boyeki 
Shimpo, ” which administered an electric 
shock to Yokohama people by setting off 
fireworks in the afternoon in celebration 
of the alleged occupation of the Russian 
stronghold. ‘The Japanese quarters, even 
some foreign firms, were partly adorned 
in a gala dress for atime, but the report 
having turned out to be false these decor- 
ations were immediately hauled down. 
Meanwhile the newspaper office which 
was responsible for this incident was be- 
sieged by a large number of indignant 
people. A later express was issued stating 
that is was Liaoyang which had fallen but 
this was also incorrect. Your unfortu-

The House-tax Question. 

With regard to the coming special 
arbitration tribunal at the Hague on the 
house-tax difficulty in the former Settle- 
ments, which is to take place under tho 
third ‘articlo of the Protocol between 
Japan and the foreign conjoint party 
(England, France, and Germany) dated 
28th August, 1902, copies of the counter 
case of Japan were presented to tho 
Governments concerned on the 27th 
August by Japan’s Representatives and 
to Prof. Gram, arbitrator, by Mr. 
Akizuki, Minister to Norway and Sweden. 
The countor-caso of the foreign party 
against the Japanese case was handed to 
Baron Komura on the 27th ult. Mr. 
T. Miyaoka, Japanese Commissioner to 
the arbitration tribunal, arrived at the 
Hague on the 27th August. 


The Saseho Prize Court. 

It is reported that the preliminary 
examination in the case of the French 
steamer George, which was recently 
captured by the Japanese off Port Arthur, 
was held on the 29th August, when a 
Turk and three Chinese, all members of 
the crew, were examined, the examination 
of her captain, a Frenchman, having been 
made the previous day. ‘The George is a 
‘small wooden vessel of 180 tons, and has 
a crow of 36. Up to the present 16 
vessels have been tried before the Saseho 
Prize Court. Of these, two Russiin 
steamers, together with their cargoes, 
Were confiscated, while two Norwegian 
steamers with the whole of their goods 
wore released, and there are twelve 
cases still pending, including the George. 
Tudgment was given on tho Srd inst. for 
the confiscation of the George.

The Welsh Deadlock. 

To-morrow a Saturday sitting will be 
hold to wind up tho business of tho 
Session, and Parliament will be pro- 
roguod. ‘This is a day or two earlier 
than was expected, a result which is part- 
ly duo to tho’ extraordinary scene 
witnessed in the House of Commons last 
Friday, when the Welsh_mombers, with 
the co-operation of a few English Liberals, 
dofied the authority of the chair, then 
occupied by Mr. J. W. Lowther, the 
Chairman of Committees, and refused to 
clear the House for a division. The 
oceasion was a motion for closure on a 
Bill brought in by the Government to 
deal with the educational deadlock 
which has been caused in Wales through 
the refusal of two or three of the County 
Councils to carry out the provisions of 
the Education Act of 1902. The duty of 
deciding whether a closure motion is 
justified is vested in the. Speaker or 
Chairman ; and in this case the Welsh 
members declared that the Chair- 
man, in place of exercising an 
independent judgment, allowed 
himself to be made a tool of by Mr. 
Balfour in order to force a measure 
through without ailequate discussion. 
The Speaker refused to give way, and 
duly “reported” the disobedience of the 
Welsh members to himself. as Deputy 
Speaker, whereupon the Liberals, under 
the leadership of Mr. Asquith, showed 
their practical sympathy with the 
‘Welshmen by refusing to take any further

‘Tho result was that,,the Bill was cai 
through without further trouble, the Op- 

ion benches remaining absolutely 
during the rest of the proceedings. 
It was a temporary relief for the Govern- 
ment, but it may prove to have been 
dearly bought. Hitherto only two or 
three Welsh County Councils have re- 
fused to hand over their share of the 
rates to Church schools ; now it is pos- 
sible that all the Councils will join in this 
policy, and the Government, wéakened as 
Hvis by fiscal differences and reaction in 
the constituencies, will find it difficult to 
apply their new act for the coercion of 
tho whole of Wales. 











‘The Session. 
Ithascortainly boen another exceedingly 
barren session, ‘The Licensing Bill is the 


only measure of first-rate importance that 
has been carried, and that is measure 
which is regarded by a considerable 
‘section of the community as absolutely 
pornicious, Of course there have been a 
number of amending Acts and practically 
uiopposed measures! passed, but Minis- 
terialists will have difficulty in making a 
boast of the work they have accomplished. 
‘All they can do is to blame the Opposi- 
tion for obstruction and for insisting on 
devoting so much time to the considera- 
tion of the fiscal question. And neither 
the policy of Mr. Chamberlain nor that 
of Mr. Balfour appears to be making any 
headway in the constituencies; there 
have been two by-elections during the 
past week—one at Reading, and the other 
in North-East Lanark. At Reading tho 
Liberals have retained the seat by 
just about tho same majority they 
had in 1900; but their candidate 
at the General Election was a Palmer of 
the grent biscuit firm which is so power- 
ful in Reading, and this time they had 
only a “carpet-bagger,” though an ex- 
tremely able one, in Mr. Rufus Isaacs, the 
brilliant young advocate; while the Con- 
servative, Mr. Keyser, was a highly 
popularlocal man who has been cultivating 
the constituency for years. Still Minis- 
terialists have done so disastrously of 
late that a contest in which they lost no 
ground quite cheored them. 


East Lanark. 

Now, however, the Government, and in 
particular the Fiscal Reformers, have had 
another blow in East Lanark. “This con- 
stituoncy has always been Liberal and 
it went Liberal in 1900, but a year later 
at a by-election the Conservative—Sir 
W. Rattigan, who was recently killed in 
‘a motor car accident—got in owing toa 
threo-cornered fight. ‘There wasa Labour 
‘as woll asa Liberal candidate. This 
time the same thing occurred again ; 
but though the Labour man polled nearly 








four thousand votes, the Free Traders | hs 


wore in so enormous @ majority that the 
Liberal still got in with nine hundred 
votes to spare. In threo years the Anti- 
Ministorial majority has gone up from 
2,000 to 5,000 and the Free Traders out- 
number the Fiscal Reformers by more 
than two to one. It is a heavy blow to 
Mr. Chamberlain because the iron and 
steel trade is immensely strong in the 
constituency, and this is the industry 
which Mr. Chamberlain contends has 
suffered most of all from dumping—the 
only trade on which -his “ Commission” 
has yet reported. Up to the present 
there have been sixteen by-elections this 
year, and the Liberals have won four- 
teen of them. Making all allowance for 
the fact that a large proportion of the 
contests have happened in places specially 
favourable to Liberal success, the-plain 
inference is that a General Election at the

PROVISIONAL! REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE 





REGISTRATION {OF[TRADE' MARKS, "=X 


1.—All merchants, Chinese or foreign, 
wishing to make exclusive use of trade 
marks, must have them registered in con- 
formity with the following rules. 

‘The principle, underlying the constitu- 
tion of a trade mark, ip that it must, in 
design, in verbal description, or in what- 
ever form it assumes, possess a distinctive 
character of itsown.' All three forms may 
‘be employed together or separately. 

2.—The Board of Commerce will esta- 
blish an office, which shall have sole con- 
trol of matters connected with registra- 
tion. 

The Custom Houses at Shanghai and 

‘entsin will be created branch offices of 
registry, where application for registra- 
tion may be made, as most convenient to 
those concerned. 

3.—All who desire to register trade 
marks must send in their applications to 
the Head Office or to either of the Branch 
Offices.

9.—The period during which Chinese 
or foreign morchants shall have the ex- 
clusive right to a trade mark is limited 
to twenty yours from the dato of rogistra- 

on, 

‘The period for trade marks registered 
abroad, which it is desired to register in 
China, shall count from the date of 
original registration, but in no caso must 
it exceed 20 years. 

10.—If owners of a trade mark wish to 
have their exclusive rights therein con- 
tinued, they must within six months 
prior to the date of expiry give notice of 
their intention to renew registration. 

11.—If an owner of a registered trade 
mark wishes to transfer his exclusive 
rights therein to another or to give 
others a share therein, he must at 
once give notice to the Registration Office 
and have the fact recorded. 

12.—If a mark, already registered, 

contravenes paragraphs a, b, or d, of 
Regulation 8, the Registrar will have the 
cancel the same. 
Anyone who considers hiniself 
injured by the fact that a trade mark has 
beon registered in contravention of Ro- 
galation 6, or Regulation 8, ¢., may apply 
to the Registration to have registration 
cancelled, but he must do so within a 
period of three years from the date of 
registration. 

14—The Registrar must state in 
writing any reasons he may have for 
refusing to register a trade mark. 

15.—Any reason for objection to the 

























Registrar's ruling under Regulation 14, 
must be filed within six months from the 
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ate of refusal to register. If this be 
done the decision will be subject to revi- 
sion. 

16.—Applicants for registration, or 
owners of trade marks not resident in 
China, or residing at a distance from the 
Registration Office, must appoint some 
trustworthy agent to act for them. 

17.—Copies of entries on the Register, 
or permission to inspect the Register, 
may be applied for through the Registra- 
tion Office or its branches. ‘Those resid- 
ing at a distance may apply through 
their agent. 

18.—The Registrar will publish Trade 
‘Marks’ Gazetto with a list of trade marks, 
and of any mattora concerning the regis- 
tration or cancellation of the same. 

19.—At the instance of the owners of 
exclusive rights in a trade mark, suits 
may be instituted against any who may 
infringe such rights, and, on conviction, 
the latter will be muleted in damages. 

20.—Suits for infringement of trade 
marks will be conducted as follows :— 

(a) If the defendant be a foreigner, the 
local authorities will move the Consul 
concerned to hold a joint investig: 
end trial. 

(0) If the defendant be a Chinese, the 
Consul concerned will ‘communicate with 
the Chinese. authorities and a joint in- 
vestigation will take place. 

(c) If both plaintiff and defendant are 
Chinese, or if both are foreigners, tho 
Courts concerned will, in case of 
ment, afford all necessary protection. 

21.—The undermentioned offences aro 
punishable with imprisonment up to one 
year, and a fine not exceeding ls. 300

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ESCAPE FROM THE 
U.S. CONSULATE. 


Barly on Saturday morning a sensa- 
tional escape was made from the cells of 
the American Consulate. G: T. Odlum, 
who is undergoing a sentence of 24 years’ 
imprisonment for fraud at Canton, 
escaped from the cell in which he was 
confined at 2 a.m. He effected his escape 
by sawing through the bars. So far uo 
trace of him has been found. Odlum hi 
boen confined in the Consulate for some 
months, and during bis imprisonment he 
has been utilised by the Consul-General 
in writing reports of law cases, and 
correspondence, as he was a good steno- 
grapher. He wore no distinctive garb; 
80 that efforts to trace him will be by 
no means easy. 

On Sunday the police applied for a 
warrant for, and Detective-Sergeant 
Vaughan arrested an Englishman called 
Bailey on tho charge of helping Odlum to 
escape. It appears that Bailey lived 
behind the Consulate until recently, and 
it is alleged that bo and Odium were 
friends and that it was he who procured 
thesaw for the prisoner, Bailey it is un- 
derstoond admits handing in some things 
to Odlum.

Robert Findlay kindly granted our 
representative an interview in his cell at 
the U. S. Consulate on Monday. 

He was sitting in a comfortable chair 
near the door reading the “ North-China 
Daily News” and smoking a cigarette. 

“What,” our representative asked, 
io yon think of Odlum’s escape.” 

“He. didu’t know when he was in a 
good place,” replied Findlay “Why, he 
was (reated like one of the family.” 

‘And truly the American gaol seems to 
be a comfortable place. The cells, if one 
can call them such, are as big as many 
Shanghai bedrooms. They are lighted 
by electricity, which is never turned off 
from outside 'so that the occupants can 
read up to any hour. 

“Do you have many people to see 
you?” 

“Why, yes,” Findlay said, “they all 
come to’ see us.” We have newspapers 
and books, and as I had alittle money I 
got cigarettes and no one objects to my 
smoking.

At 11.50 a.m. another telephone: messago 
was received from the Consulate, statin, 
Tar ite won not Findlay’ who hed 
escaped but @ prisoner of the name of 
G.T. Odlum. Knowing that the escape’ 
of Odlum was of more consequence than 
that of the other man, I went down at

“H. B. M. POLICE 
COURT. 


Shanghai, 12th September. 
E. Dovotas, Esq. 
Police Magistrate. 
R. v. Paraick Bors. 

Patrick Burns was charged on remand 
with being concerned with two others in 
piratically seizing and stealing a yacht, to 
wit the Thresher, on the Haangpu River 
within the harbour limits of Shanghai, 
the property of the complainants, H. C. 
Joass and W. L. Armitage, ou the 3ist of 
Angust. 

The yacht is valued at ‘Tis. 2,000 and 
accused was further charged with being 
concerned with two others in doing 
damage to the extent of $150. 

The depositions were read over to 
accused. 

‘Accused was cautioned in the usual 
manner and when asked if he had any~ 
thing to say, replied : “I don’t know any, 














thing about these Chinamen because +I 


he had escaped. On getting into the 
cell I found that one of the iron bars had 
been filed just on the lower part on the 
face of the woodwork and that the bar 
had been removed in that way. I also 
noticed that there was a sheet, rolled and 
tied, with a rope attached to it, hanging 
out of the window through the space 
from which the bar had been taken 
away. Imade acloso search round the 
cell for any instrument and after some 
time I found: saw (produced) behind 
the lattices in tho wall. The plaster 
had been taken away and the saw 
at in. I found another blade 
belonging to the same saw. under- 
neath one of the beds. ‘There were two 
beds in the cell. Ono was used for bag- 
I found the bar (produced) in the 
cell. I then started making enquiries 
with regard to his escape, and asked the 
boys at the Consulate if they knew any- 
thing about it. They replied that they 
did not know how he escaped. I then 
interviewed Robert Findlay, who was in 
tho next cell. He told me a great deal 
which assisted mo in tracing Bailey. In 
consequence of what he told me I went 
to Mr. Derby, the marshal, aud told him 
it was advisable to apply for o warrant 
for the arrest of Bailey. The application 
was made out, and the warrant was issued, 
and executed yestorday at noon. Seo- 
ing that the saw was a brand-new one I 
made enquiries a8 to where.it had been 
bought, and on getting to Wei Ching- 
chong’s, ship chandlers at the corner of 
Fearon Road and Broadway, found that 
saw answering to this description had 
been sold on the. night of the 6th inst. 
It was sold for $3.50. I saw tho assistan 
who sold it and asked him for a deserip- 
tion of the man who bought it. He dos- 
cribed the man and led me to believe he 
could identify him. I visited Ching Chong 
hefore applying for the warrant to arrest 
accused. On -executing the warrant I 
gave the usual caution and the only 
Statement accused made was: ‘Oh, they 
running me in for that are they?” 
He also admitted that on several oc- 
he had passed different things in 
to the prisoner, that he had posted 
several letters for Odlum, had on several 
‘occasions bad conversation with him from 
the verandah opposite the cell window, 
and that he had qn one occasion changed * 
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a note fot him. He said ho knew 
nothing about the saw. I asked him if he 
knew the whereshouts of Odlum, to which 
he ssid he did not know anything about 
him. He said he had heard that Odlum 
had escaped from prison. Having reason, 
to believe that Odlum was about Bailey's ' 
house, I visited it on several occasions , 
yesterday, but did not seo anything of him. ! 
This .norning Bailey's wife came to the 

station at 9.30 and reported that a> 
foreigner had come into the house last | 
night and broken some furniture, and 

that he was at the house just at that: 
time. I hastened down on my bicycle 
got there about 940 am, and with 

Bailey’s permission, obtained before I 
wont, soarched the house. I took a quick * 
run ‘through from one room into the 

other, and on looking more closely I 

found Odlum concealed in a chest of ' 
drawers. The bottoms of three lower 

drawers and the back part of thom had! 
been knocked out and on taking the top | 
drawer away I saw Odlum. I told him 

ho was just the man I was looking for, 
and he camo along with mo quietly, with- 
out any resistance at all. Ho is at 
present at the Hongkew Police Station 
and will be brought before the American 
Consul. 

his By | Worship—When I arrested | 
accused yesterday I did not search the | 
house. i arrested him on the verandah, + 
I went in when Bailey asked mo, but I 

made no search. Bailey’s house is No. 66, 

Broadway Terrace, just before getting to 

Chaoufoong Road. i found out yesterday 

morning that Bailey used to live at the 

back of the U. 8. Consulate, He told 

mo he left on the 1st of this month. 


Robert Findlay—I am an American 
citizen and am at present undergoing a 
sentence of sixty days for being drunk, or 
waiting for a ship to take me to the States. 
Tam confined in a single cell at the U. S. 
Consulate. Last Thursday and Friday I 
got permission from the ‘‘onsul to go to 

dlum’s cell to keep him company, as he 
was supposed to be sick. Friday about 
noon wo were sitting in the coll 
when a whistle was heard outside. 
Odlum got up to the window and Bailey 
threw a bundle of papers up to him and 
he caught them. He didn’t open the 
bundle at the time. Odlum wrote some- 














thing on a piece of. paper and threw 
it down to accused. At 6 o'clock 
accused came with another bundle 


of papers. Then Odlum opened the two 
packages. One was the handle of a saw 
and the othor was six blades. ‘There was 
 noto in tho paper to show how this saw 
would work—a kind of a plan. In the 
note Bailey said ho hud tested it, it was 
all right, and he had cut a one-inch bar 
in six minutes. (Identified saw.) It said 
in the note that if he was going to got 
away not to take mo with him; if he did 
rot to bring me up to his house. 

By his Worship—I saw the note. Mr. 
and Mrs. Goodnow were not thi the 
time ; only the Chinese warder who could 
not understand. I saw the man who 
threw up these packages myself from the 
window. Bailey is the man. The packets 
were thrown up on Friday—one at about 
noon, the other about 6 p.m. I returned 
to my coll about 7 o'clock. I heard the 
sawing about midnight. I heard nothing 
further, as I fell asleep. Next morning the 
cell was empty and the servants were ru 
ing abont, 80 I told Mr. Goodnow’s maid 
sither to send for Mr. Derby or to tele- 
phone to the Police. I waited until the 
Getective came and then told him just 
what I am telling now. There was no 
one to report the matter to when I went 
back to my cell, as the Chinese warder 




















could only understand very little English. 
The note was not signed. 


By Inspector Bourke—On Thursday a 
bundle of cigars and a note were thrown 
up. I didn’t see a bundle of newspapers. 


Accused said to the best of his know- 
ledge he had never seen witnessibefore 
and therefore would not ask him any 
questions. He would reserve anything 
he had to say. 


Witness, asked by Inspector Bourke— 
The plan I saw represented how to work 
the saw. I did not see any plan of the 
district. ‘The plan was drawn with pencil 
in the same paper as the note. 

By His Worship—I have been confined 
for thirteen days. I did not see accused 
before Thursday and Friday last. I saw 
him on each occasion. 








Tong Chang-lung, eautioned—I am a 
shop assistant at Wei Ching-chong. On 
the evening of the 6th (Chinese 27th) 
about 7 o'clock accused came into the 
op to buy 8 saw. Three kinds were 
shown to him and ho chose the smallest 
one. (Witness identified the saw.) Ac- 
cused also bought a dozen blades. Ac- 
cused is the man I sold them to. I had 
never seen accused before. 


By Inspector Bourke—The price paid 
for tho saw was $3.50, paid in cash. An 
entry was made at the timo in the books. 
I am quite sure accused is the man I 
sold the saw to. 


His Worship remanded the caso until 
‘Wednesday, at 10 a.m. 

Accused asked to be allowed out on 
bail 

His Worship—I shall want your own 
recognisances of $250 and two sureties 
of $500 each. 

Shanghai, 14th September. 








His Worship—I understand from the 
gaoler that you handed him a statement. 
It will be handed back to you and you 
will have an opportunity of putting it in 
at slater stage after I have given you 
the necessary caution. 

G. A. Derby—I am United States 
Marshal. About seven o'clock on Saturday 
morning my boy came into my room and 
woke me up and told me that a coolie 
from the Consulate was at the house and 
said that the old man had escaped. 1 
judged from that that it was Findlay 
who had escaped and I senta chit over 
to Wayside Station asking them to 
telephone to Hongkew Station and have 
him arrested if possible. When I arrived 
‘at the office, I suppose it was about 9.45, 
I was told it was Odlum and not the old 
man who had escaped. I then telephoned 
to some of the police-stations telling 
them of this mistake. .I telephoned to 
the Central Station and asked them to 
send Det-Inspector McDowell to the 
office as soon as possible. He was not 
in his office at the time and I suppose 
in about an hour he called at our office 
and I gave him a formal warrant for the 
arrest of Odlura. 

By His Worship—Odlum was returned 
to my custody on Monday afternoon. 
He was sentenced at Canton on about 
the 20th April to 2} years’ imprisonment 
on three charges of forgery, one of 
robbing the mails, and obtaining about 
$4,000 (Mex.) by fraud from the Inter- 
national Bank. ‘The dispatch authorising 
his confinement in Shanghai arrived 
yesterday from the Attorney-General 
of the United States and the formal 
commitment from Canton is expected 
shortly. 


By Inspector Bourke—I did not -visit 
Odlum’s cell when I got to the Con- 
sulate on Saturday. I was too busy. I 
have not seen it yet. x 

‘Tsung Ah-wi—I am a coolie at the 
American gaol. At 5 a.m. one morning I 
‘opened the back door and found a rope, 
hanging down from the cell. I sent for 
the butler. It occurred to me that some 
prisoners had escaped. I and the butler 
went to the cell, and we found the pri- 
soner had gone. Then the butler reported 
to Mr. Derby. : 

By His Worship—I lock the doors. 
‘The prisoner was there at ten o'clock the 
evening before. 

His Worship—tIs there any evidence 
that Odlum and prisoner wore acquainted 
before. 

Mr. Derby—There is no evidence. I 
understand that they knew each other in 
Manila but I cannot swear to it. It is 
aid that someone from the verandsh 
used to speak to one of the prisoners in 
Spanish. 

‘His Worship—Have you anyone hore 
to testify to previous conversation going 
on. 











Inspector Bourke—No. 

‘The depositions were formally read 
and accused was cautioned in the usual 
mannor and committed for trial. 

Prisoner (handing in statement)—I 
have written out all I know, and I want 
to put itin. This is all my statement. 
A few things have been said which aro not 
true. I have never boon in Manila, I 
have been in China for seven yoars 
and before that I was a seaman. My 
friends know that. I have papors to 
show where I have boen sinco I was 
sixteen yours of age. I ha 
Hankow for six yoars and 
for sovoral months, I joined tl 
in July ’97, having come hero in 
vessel. 

His Worship—You will have to bo 
formally committed for trial. Have you 
a friends who are prepared to offer 















Accused—I cannot run away—I have 
a wife and children, 

His Worship—I have takon that into 
consideration in fixing the recognisances. 
Ishall want two people to sign recogni- 
sances for $500 each so that they will be 
interested to that amount in’ your 
appearing. One of your friends has 
written to me but as he doesn’t seom to 
know about the proceedings I will not 
take his letter into consideration, but I 
wrote and told him the best way to help 
you would be to come to Court and offer 
himself as one of your sureties.

‘Tho evidence taken at tho last sitting] 
was read over to the accused, 

‘Accused was asked what he had to 





aay. 

"Fo roplied that ho had nothing to add, 
but ho maintained that no violence was 
sod against the coolies at any timo ; 
that they at once obeyed Klingenberg 
and took the salt to the sampans, and 
that Klingonborg nover said that ho 
polongod to the police. Ho had some 
papers in his box at Hongkew Polico 
Station. 

The Police wore requested to procure 
those papers. 

‘Accused said he had never been 
punished formerly, and the police stated 
that he was not known to them. 

The Court declared that they would 
give judgment in this caso with the judg- 
fent on the other charge. 

The piracy charge was then doalt with. 

Christion Poter Adolph Hansen, berth- 
ing officor at Woosung, next gave his 
evidence, which has alroady been reported 
jn the cases at the British and Swedish 
Consulates. 

Tnspeotor Thomas Mellows, of the River 
Police, also give similar evidence to that 
givon ‘in tho above mentioned Courts, 
Bye added that when he put accused’ 
jnto his launch he took y a bottle of 
corn brandy which he was drinking. 
Accused made several statements on the 
way up river. He said it was very lucky 
there was no wind tho night before or| 
they would nover have boon caught, 
Witness examined the cabin and found 
a valuable clock which struck ship's bells 
broken. He also found a box of clothes 
which accused claimed. 

‘Albert William Lindquist, Acting’ 
Sergeant in the river police, was also 
called. On the way up to Shanghai 
Secused told me several times in Danish 
‘and English that the police could only 
ye too glad that there was no wind that 
night ; if they had had wind he would 
have been far out to sea by this time. 
Ho said in Danish and English they were 
pound for San Francisco. In Danish he 
said: * If I had had wind I should have 
been far out to sea and you would 
never have caught hold of me or of the 




















‘months from my Consul. When I get 
out again I shall take the yacht and 
makes better job of it. During the 
timo I have been in the Customs I have 
had my eye on that yacht. It is a good 
yacht.” Accused was under the influence 
Of drink. He could walk and stand, but 
he slept on the way up. 

Inspector Mellows ssid he was about 
half-drunk. He could walk about; he 
walked down a ladder into the cabin of 
the launch. He was flushed. He walk- 
ed from the Thresher on board the launch 
round the gunwhale into the cabin. He 
could walk talk and stand without 
difficulty but after about an hour on the 
Iaunch he fell asleop. Witness woke him 
up on arrivai at the police-bulk and ho 
was then quite sober. : 

‘Dot.-Sergt. Gilfillan gave evidence as 
to the handing over of accused by tho 
river police. 

‘Mr. Joass was also culled and he stated 
that he had recently bought the Thresher 
for Tis. 1,300. He estimated the damage 
done at $100 to $150. 

‘Accused, asked if he had anything to 
say, roplied : “I and Klingenberg had 

jeon together for the three previous 
days, from Sunday to Wednesday, and we 
arranged that we would take the first 
Doat to go down to Woosung and get on 
board the French mail, which was leav- 
ing on Friday. Wo met an Englishman, 
who asked where we wero going. Wo 
said we were going down to the 
Fronch mail. Burns asked if he could 
not come with us. Wesaid “as you lik 
He wont with us. We went to Peking 
Road jetty and took a sampan and went 
across the river. We got on board the 
‘Thresher, and wo told the English- 
man to wait with the baggage whi 
we wont out to see if there was anyoi 
‘on board. If there was we would try 
and get another yacht, When wo got 
alongside everything was quiet. There 
were no sampans alongside or astern of 
the yacht. Klingenberg went into the 
well and I went forward, but there was 
no one on board. Klingenberg _com- 
menced to hoist the mainsail while I took 
own the lantern. When the mainsail 
was set wo took up the anchor and sailed 
down to where the Englishman was wait- 
ing. Woe took him and the baggage on 
board and sot full sail down river. When 
we wore past the Old Dock a boat with 
three Chinamen camo up about a cable's 
Tength (600 ft.) behind us. They san; 

out asking whore thoir master was P| 
Klingenberg replied : “You come look 
see your master.” 

Thoy would not come near the boat, 
but asked where wo were going. Klingen- 
berg replied: “We go Woosung, bye and 
bye 6 o'clock to-morrow morning we 
come back.” We did not threaten them 
with a pole or knife or anything 
else. On the way down river during the 
night wo drank two bottles of Danish 
corn brandy and we had already had a 
good deal of liquor when we camo on 
board. I remember that the Customs 
boat came up and said that we were to 
go with them and threw us a rope which 
fre fixed up. We were then told to stop 
‘on board. We had eight to ten loaves 
of bread, costing 10 cents each, three 
bottles of corn brandy and two tins of 
tea or butter, but no other tinned goods. 
Wo bought everything st the California 
Bakery. We wanted to take the pro- 
visions on board the French mail. It 
was our intention to anchor the yacht 
at Woosung, to take a sampan, when it 
got dark to go out to the French mail 
when it came to try to get on board as 
































yacht. It was my intention to go to San 
Francisco, I, know I shall get five} 


stowawsys. We didn't take_any water or 





other liquor on board. I don’t know 
that any damage was done on board. 
don’t believe I have done anything. I 
just remember that the Englishman put 
his hand up against tho glass of the 
clock. He was so furious. That was 
‘after we had been caught. 

Inspector Mellows now returned and 
produced a copy of the account book 
of the California Bakery. 

Acoused said if one man could get on 
board the French mail he could throw 
‘a rope down to get the box up. It was 
possible there would be no watch. He 
Gid not remember telling Inspector 
Mellows or Sergt. Lindquist that it was 
well there was no wind and that ho in- 
tended to make for San Francisco. Any 
sensible person would know that ho 
could not get there without @ chart or 
compass, and he had never learnt naviga- 
tion. 

Inspector Mellows said accused . was 
discharged from the Customs last Monday 
week, he believed through drink. 

"Accused —Klingenberg and I have never 
been in Shanghai before and we don't 
know the water round the coast. I told 
the berthing master that we wore out 
for a sail. 

‘The Court found that sufficient evid- 
ence had been adduced to justify pro- 
secution and adjourned, until 10 a.m. 
next day. a 














Shanghai, 10th September. 

His Honour expressed s wish to sco. 
someone from the shop where the provi- 
sions on board the Thresher were pur- 
chased. During the interval nocossary to 
the production of a shop employé, ‘the 
evidence of Sergeant Lindquist was read 
over to him and duly confirmed on onth, 
though the Sergeant wished attention 
drawn to the fact that prisoner was undor 
the influence of liquor, and not the worse 
for liquor ; though the terms appear to 
be almost synonymous. 

‘This evidence, passed, the employs of 
the California Bakery deposed that on 
the evening of the Sist ult. two men 
came to the store and purchased 3 
dottles of Danish Brandy 3 Ib. of sugar, 
and 24 Ibs. of bi ‘Phey paid two 
visits to the shop irst_ only buying 2 
bottles of brandy and 18 Ibs. of broad, 
with } Ib. of sugar, at their second visit 
they purchased an additional 6 Ibs. of 
bread and one bottle of brandy. 

‘The book was produced in which entry 
of purchase was marked. As to swoaring 
to accused that witness was not propared 
to do, he remembered distinetly that one 
of the. men was under the influence of 
liquor. 

‘Following on this witness, the evidence 
of Inspector Mollows and Dot.-Sergt. 
Gilfillan was read over to them, and duly 
sworn to; then the entire 
read to the accused, who wished to state 
that he did not understand the mention of 
1a ladder being placed between the. yacht 
and the launch. Inspector Mellows, 
however explained the matter by stating 
that tho ladder mentioned wasono leading 
from the forecastle of the launch to the 
cabin. 

‘Accused asked permission to produce 
the sampanman who took Klingonberg 
and himself off to the yacht, as that 
man could state positively that the 
Taodah’s story of being threatened was a 
falsehood. 

‘The Court, however, after conferring 
together found that the evidence given 
by these laodahs as to thrests of violence 
carried no weight, and that it was un- 
necessary to contradict therm. 

‘Tt was then intimated that sentence 
both on this charge and on the charge of 
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ealing salt, would be passed on Monday 
at 2 p.m. 

The Court then rose. 

His Honour delivered judgment, say- 
ing that the Court decided that the ex- 
planation given by the accused as to his 
and his comrade’s intentions with regard 
to the salt, which was in itself a little 
plausible, was entirely contradicted by 
their behaviour with regard to the salt 
when they were followed, inasmuch as 
they immediately left it and made off to 
the nearest landing place, and ran away 
and hid themselves. The Court there- 
fore came to the conclusion that the 
accused actually committed theft of the 
salt. 

On tho'socond charge the Court decided 
that the taking of the yncht was not of 
thenaturo of piracy. In view of the un- 
important character of the proparations 
“made by the men before they seized tho 
yacht, viz, that they only provided 
food for some days, that there was no 
fresh water provided at all, that they 
had no compass or chart (which 
tho accused, as @ soaman, would know 
was absolutely necessary for navigation 
on tho high seas), and that he had no 
Knowledge of Chineso waters on tho 
const, it could not bo assumed, against 
the denial of the accused, that he had the 
intention to leave the. neighbourhood 
with the yacht for good, or to deprive 
tho owner of it definitely, and though he 
made statements. to that effect to the 
police while in an intoxicated state. The 
acoused did not take any part in the 
threats against the laodahs, if such threats 
were made, according to the evidence of 
tho No. 1 ‘Iaodah, but the accused was 
found guilty of’ boing concerned in 
illegally appropriating, for a definite uso, 
another person’s property, with the 
intention of depriving the owner per- 
manently of same. He was also found 
guilty of being concerned in damaging 
the yacht. Taking into consideration 
that'both the offences were before the 
Court at the samo time, the Court decided 
that the accused should be punished with 
imprisonment, with hard labour, for two 
calendar months, and must pay the 
costs of tho case, and also pay to tho 
owner of tho yacht one third of the 
amount at which the damsgo-to the 
yacht would be assessed by the Court. 

The accused said he was satisfied with 
the judgment of the Court. 














SPANISH CONSULAR

Moses Schwartz appeared in the Spa- 
nish Consular Court on Saturday: morn- 
on an adjourned summons charging 
him with keeping a house known as the 
Alhambra Hotel, off the Sicawei Road, 
in a disorderly manner, to the annoyance 
of the residents in that neighbourhood, 
on various dates during the months of 
July and August 1904. 

Mr. Francis Ellis appeared for Mr. 
Tulloch, who was not present, and Mr. 
G. D. Musso represented Mr. ‘Schwartz, 
who was in attendance. The Consul 
directed the Clork of the Court to read 
letter which had been received. by- the 
Court from Messrs. Browett and Ellis, 
and which was as follows :—

Shanghai, 8th-September 1904. 
TULLOCH ¥. SCHWARTZ. 

Sir,—Our Mr. Ellis wrote to yon on 
the 6th instant, asking you to arrange 
for a date for the hearing of the above 
case. At the time of writing our Mr. 
Ellis had not seen Mr. Tulloch, who had 
just returned from Tientsin. Since 
writing the above mentioned letter Mr. 
Tulloch has called on Mr. Ellis and in- 
formed him that a mistake had been made 
by the Police in putting down his name 
on the charge sheot as tho proscout 
Mr. Tulloch says he never authorised tl 
Police to bring him forward as the pro- 
secutor, but he told them -he would be! 
very pleased to give evidence. 

Under these circumstances we have 
been instructed to inform you that Mr. 
Tulloch is not taking any proceedings 
against Mr. Schwartz.

The reply sent to Messrs. Browett and 
Ellis was then read,and was as follows -—~ 
Shanghai, 9th September, 1904. | 
Messrs. Browerr and Exuis, | 
Sirs,—With reference to your letter of } 
tho 8th instant re Tulloch v. Schwartz, I 
havo to inform you that you have to come 
to this Court with your clients to-morrow 
morning at the appointed hour, to either 
formally withdraw or proceed’ with the 
case, as the original petition was signed 
by thirteon names, and as you statod in 
Gourt that you appeared for Mr. Tulloch 
and others, and the case was only 
remanded sine die upon your application 
on account of the absence from Shanghai 
of Mr. Tulloch the principal prosecutor. 

Tho Court will sit to-morrow at 10 a.m. 
to hear this case, I have, ete. 

Mr. Ellis said he only wished to make 
an application that the summons against 
Mr. Schwartz be dismissed, for reasons 
stated in the letter just read by the 
Court. 

Mr. Musso said as an application had 
eon made by: the prosecution for the 
case to be withdrawn he would ask for 
costs to be given against the applicants, 

Mr. Ellis, addressing the Court, said it 
would be hardly courteous on his’ part to 
make any suggestions in regard to that 
matter, and he would therefore leave the 
settlement of that question to the Court. 
‘The application made by Mr. Musso was 
8 vory natural one, but the Court would 
see-that a mistake had occurred. 

Mr. Musso said he would have to make, 
some remarks: then, which he would not. 
have done, but for the statement of Mr. 
Ellis that a mistake had been made. But 
as Mr. Ellis had appeared in-the Court at 
the previous hearing, for Mr. Talloch, 
Counsel failed to-see where: any mistake 
could have: been made, and ho thought 
costs should undoubtedly be given against 
the applicants. 

Mr. Ellis said he could not. acknowledge -| 
all that Mr. Musso had said, and he-must 
insist) that a mistake - had 
between Mr. Tulloch and the Police:. 
Mr. Tulloch was away from Shanghai st 
tho time, and Counsel’ had received’ 
general instructions. from him to appear 
in theeaso. When Mr. Tulloch returned he 
told Counsel that mistake had occurred 
that he had not’ given authority for his’ 
name to- be: put down as: prosecutor, 
and said he. would withdraw- from: .the 
case. The instructions Counsel rersived:|

behalf in suppressing that public 
nuisance. There had been- a mistake 
which had only been found out on 
Mr. Talloch’s return and the carliost 
opportunity was taken of informing the 
Court and withdrawing from the case. 

‘Mr. Musso contended that the very 
fact that Mr. Ellis had been retained by 
Mr. Tulloch. .was. surely. proof that 
Mr. Tulloch was prepared to act as pro- 
secutor. A witness was not entitled to 
engage Counsel ina caso, that could only 
be done by the defence or the prosecution. 
But oven if a mistake had occurred and 
the case were withdrawn in consequence 
of that mistake, then those who made the 
mistake were responsible for the conse- 
quences of such and the consequences in 
this case meant costs. 

His Honour said the cee would be dis- 
missed. In regard to costs he would ro- 
serve judgment for three days. 

Detective Inspector McDowell then 
took an opportunity which was the first 
that had occurred, of informing his 
Honour that the Police had made no 
mistake in connection with the case. [n 
the first instance the Police attended the 
Court prepared to undertake the prosecu- 
tion, but when it was ascertained that 
the complainants had secured the services 
of Mr. Ellis, there was nothing for the 
Police to do but withdraw from the caso. 
His Honour was aware what action tho 
Police had taken and he felt sure his 
Honour knew the Police had made no 
mistake in the matter. 

His Honour signified assent and the 
Court rose.

‘Mr. Moses Schwartz appeared on a 
summons to answer a charge of having 
Kept a house known as the Alhambra 
Hotel off Siccawei Road in a disorderly 
manner, to the annoyance of the residents 
in the neighbourhood, on various. datos 
during the months of July, August, and 
September. 


Detective-Inspector McDowellappeared 
to prosecute on behalf of the Municipal 
Council. . 

Mr. Musso conducted the defence and 
Mr. Ellis watched tho-case on bohalf of 
the residents of Siccawoi Road, who had 
signed: the petition. 

‘Mr. McDowell read the charge to the 
Court and said—Complaints have. fre- 
quently been mado to the:Police: by re 
sidents of the neighbourhood in which’ 
the Alhambra Hotel is situated, in 
to the disorderly conduct that was carried 
on in the house. On the:27th July last 
8 petition was sent “to the Captain-Su- 
perintendent of the Shanghai Municipal 
Police, signed-by thirteen residents: of: 
the: district, and I. would like your 
Honour to read the potition—which: I 
now produce—before the caso: is carried 
any further. 

Mr. Musso said—tI object to any doou- 
ments being’ put. before the’ Court that 
have not-been-proved. 

Mr. McDowell said—I merely wish 
your Honour to read the petition in odor 
that you may seo on: what grounds the 
Police brought the case forward: Some 
of- the gentlemen who signed the petition 
agreed: to appear asi witnesses; 80 far 
they are not in: attendance but I. am 
prepared to carry on:the case with tho 
Police witnesses who aro:hera,

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Mr. Musso—Then the only evidence 
you have to offer is that which will be 
given by the Police. 

‘The Inspector—Aprt from the evi- 
dence of the Police, I will bring clear 
proof that tho house has been kept 
in a disorderly manner. 

‘Mc. Musso—t wish to ask onie question. 
Is it solely on account of the petition 
that the complaint has been brought 
before the Court? 

‘The Inspector—Not altogether, partly 
on account of the observations of the 
Police and the reports they had made. 

Mr. Musso—Did the Police make 
written reports in connection with the 
Alhambra ? 

‘The Inspector—Not always. They 
generally furnished verbal reports when 
going off duty; but I noticed one written 
report from an Indian constable, which 
was made on tho Ist of last August, in 
which the constable stated what he saw. 
That constable will be called during the 
hearing of the caso. I also have two 
foreign Police witnesses who will state 
what they saw at the Alhambra last nig] 

Mr. Musso—Do you know all the 
gentlemen who sigued the petition ? 

Inspector MeDowell—No, not per- 
sonally. 

Mr, Musso—Can you give evidence of 
signature, did you see them siga the 
petition ?—No. 

‘Mr. Musso—Do you know where Mr. 
‘Palloch lives?—Yos. How far away is 
his honse from the Alhambra Hotel ? 
About 300 or 400 yards. 

‘Mr. Musso—Is there a lane between 
the two plices ?—Yes. 

Mr. Mnsso—Where doos Mr. 
live 9—Farther along the road. 

‘Mr. Musso—Ho keeps a dairy ?—I 
believe so. 

‘Mr. Musso—Where doos Mr. Spooner 
live ?—I don’t. know the exact spot, but 
somewhere in the vicinity. 

Mr. Musso—Are 
other gentlemen who signed the pet 
all live over balf-a-mile from the hotel ? 
Did you make special enquiries into that 
matter ?—I did not make special en- 
quiries, but I know they all live in tl 
vicinity of the hotel and the fact of see- 
ing their names on the petition proved to 
me that they were not too far away to 
be annoyed by the carryings-on at the 
hotel. 

His Honour said—I do not think the 
Jast question is av important one. 

‘Mr. Musso replied—I only wanted to 
prove to your Hononr that all tho 
people live half-a-mile or more away 
from the hotel. 

‘Mr. Musso to the Inspector—Can you 
tell why the witnesses have not attended ? 
—No. 

‘Mr. Musso—Have you been inside the 
Alhambra ?—Yes. 

Mr. Musso—Have yon seen disorderly 
conduct there ?—No, but I have seen 
some pretty lively carryings-on. 

Mr. Musso—Has the Municipal Council 
control of the roads in that neighbour- 
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hood ?—I dov’t seo that has anything to 


do with the case. 

‘Mr. Musso—It has a lot to do with the 
caso. ‘There are a lot of ricsha men who 
congregate on the roads there and it is 
the duty of the Municipal Couneil to 
prevent them making a noise or creating 
a disturbance. 

Gnspector McDowell—-As far as the 
Council is concerned, police have been 
sent out to prevent any nuisance of that 
kind occurring, and I don't think there 
is ever any trouble of that kind there 
now. 

In reply to the Court, the Inspector 
aaid—Tho nearest ’riesha stand is St. 








George’s Farm. I don’t know if ricshas| 
ean go inside the grounds of the Alham- 
bra Hotel. 

Mr. Musso to Inspector McDowell— 
Did you receive any complaints about the 
riesha boys shouting out?—There were 
other complaints made not in connection 
with the riesha coolies. 

‘The Court—Are all those who signed 
the petition residents of the district ? 

Inspector McDowell—Yes, your Hon- 
our. 

Old residents ?—I believe so. 

Have they made any complaints in 
reg rd to the California and other hotels ?. 
—..¢ have received complaints in regard 
to the other hotels. 

‘From the same residents ?—Prohably, 
your Hononr. - 

Mr. Musso— Probably!” You say 
that these same people have complained 
about other places. Can you swear that? 
—I can swear that one of the gentlemen 
who signed the petition also made a 
complaint in regard to the California 
Hotel. This was reported to the Ameri- 
in Consul-General, and he at once took 
steps to prevent the nuisance being 
carried on. 

Mr. Musso—What is the name of the 
gentleman who made that report ?—The 
Tospector— will ask your Honour not to 
insist on that question being answered ; as 
the Police are never called upon’ to 
divulge information of that kind. 

Mr. Musso, addressing the Court, said 
—Icontend that Mr. McDowell should 
give the name, as otherwise it is no 
evidence, and the Tuspector could just 
say what he pleased and no one would be 
able to question the correctness of tle 
statement. 

Mr. McDowell—The Police are always, 
in all Courts privileged not to divulge 
information. Mr. Musso—Not in small 
matters like these. 

‘Mr. MeDowell—I now propose to call 
the Indian constabl 

Mr. Musso—Before proceeding with 
the case I would like to ask what Mr. 
Ellis’ part in the case may be? 

Mr. Ellis—1 am appearing to watch 
the case on behalf of the residents of 
Siccawei Road, but I am taking no active 
part in the case whate 

Indian P. C. No. 197 was thon called 
and stated—I was on duty on Siccawei 
Road onthe Ist August, T saw two 
foreigners who were drunk and were 
fighting on the verandah of the last hotel 
on the road. 

In reply to the Court—I don’t know 
the name of the hotel but it is near Mr. 
Shaw's house on the right-hand side of 
the road. On seeing the fight I went! 
jnside and a foreigner came and told me 
Thad no business there, end should be 
outside on the road. 

By Mr. McDowell—Thero was a large 
crowd there—plenty foreigners and 
plenty noise. When I returned to the 
police-station I made a report of the 
matter and told foreign Constable No. 
84 that the fight had occurred. 

Mr. McDowell said -The paper pro- 
duced is an exact copy of the entry made 
in the occurrence book at the time, but: 
if his Honour wishes, the occurrence 
book could be brought to the Court. 

‘Mr. Musso—I object to any document 
being handed in unless it is an original 
one or is proved by the person who 
wrote it. 

‘A message was brought to Mr. Me- 






































Dowell and he said—The witnesses} 
have now arrived your Honour, and they} 


state that they thonght the Court would 
open at 10.30 am. His 


right, you may call them by-and-bye. 





In reply to Mr. Musso the witness 
said—I was on duty near the Alhambra 
Hotel for three months. My hours of 
duty were from 8 p.m. to 3 a.m. 

Mr. Musso—Is it the only time you 
ever made a report about the Alhambra 
Hotel Yes. 

Have you been on duty at the other 
hotels ?—Yes. There are threo other 
hotels, and my instructions were to stop 
where I saw the most people. 

What are the exact words you mado 
use of when yon reported the decurrence 
at the Carter Road Police Station ? 

Mr. MeDowell—I think it is too much 
to expect him to answer that, considering 
that it occurred on the Ist August. 

Mr. Musso—I do not think so although 
Mr. Ellis laughs, and I am entitled to 
enquire into the matter. 

Witness, in recapitulating, gave the 
report word for word as he stated it in 
his evidence. 

Mr. Musso said—I must ask the Conrt 
to notice the difference between the 
account given by the India P.C. and 
that which was tendered at the hearing 
of the gambling case. 

Mr. Tulloch was called and stated—I 
live next door to the Alhambra Hotel on 
the Fastern side, quite close to the hotel. 
In the early morning the noise made at tho 
hotel makes my honse uniuhabitable. 

His Honour—Does that ovcur evory 
day?—Not every day but often, and con- 
tinnes from 3 a.m. till 7 a.m. 

His Honour—What kind of a noise is 
it ?—Prineipally men and women shouting 
out. 

Inside tho house?—Yes, inside and 
outside. 

The Inspector—Does the band play ? 
Yes, from 4 o'clock until.7" and 8 a.m. if 
the people are there.

Mr. McDowell to witness—This noise 
and shouting has it beon occurring fre- 
quently 2—Yes, I have been told. that 
residents of Sicawei Road can hear the 
noise for a long distance away. 

Mr. Musso—Mr. Ellis is smiling as 
though he could give evidence on that 
point. 

‘Mr. Ellis—I am not interfering with 
the case in any way and I must ask you 
Mr. Musso to leave me alone. Mr. Musso 
You are not interfering by word, but 
you koep on laughing and that is why I 
‘appeal to the Court! : 

‘Witness in reply to the Inspector said 
—I think the noise made at the hotel 
could be heard right down to the Bub- 
bling Well Road. 

Inspector McDowell—I bring that for- 
ward, yoursHonour, to show that those 
who signed the petition had occasion to 
do so although they live some little dis- 
tance from the hotel. 

‘The evidence of Mr. Tulloch was con- 
cluded and Mr. Musso said—I would like 
the witness to be kept inside the Court. 
Ellis—I would like the Court's 
permission for the witness to be allowed 
to sit down. 

Mr, Tulloch—Monday morning is a busy 
time with me and | would like to know 
if the case will be long. 

Mr. Crawford was next called and said 
—It is vory unpleasant ; I am not able to 
got much sleep on account of the noise 
that occurs at the Alhambra Hotel some- 
times as late as 3 a.m. I have noticed the 
noises during July, August and September, 
and I can give the preciso dates if I may 
look at my note-book. 

Mr. Musso—You cannot refer to books 
or documents. Witness—Well, the noise 
occurs nearly every hour of the night. 

‘His Honour—Have you the dates in 
your note-book ?—Yes. 

‘Mr. Musso—What kind of objectionable 
noises do you hear?—The band, bad 
language, and shouting. This occurs 
about three times a week, but I conld be 
exact by looking at my book. 

Mr. Musso—How far away from the 
Alhambra do you live ?—About 100 yards 
to the South. Have you made any 
complaints to the Police ?—No, not to 
the Police—-To whom then?—To my 
friends. Would you call that a complaint ? 
—Yos. You signed the petition ?—I 
believe so. Did you volunteer to sign? 
—I don’t know about volunteering, I was 
od to sign it and I did so. Who 
asked you?—Mr. Tulloch. 0 you 
ever been inside the Alhambra ?—No. 
What is the" disorderly conduct you 
complain of then ?—The noise, I like to 
sleep sometimes. 

Mr. McDowell—Owing to the noise 
you cannot sleep. What do you hear ?— 
Shouting and swearing. The shouting 
keops me awake. I don’t object to the 
swearing so much. 

Mr. Shaw came next and he said— 
What I know is that the noise is a 
nuisance to me. 

His Honowr—Do you 
vicinity 2—Yes. 

What noise ?—Yelling and shouting 
and the band being played all night. 

Did you sign the petition ?—Yes. 

‘Mr. McDowell said he had no questions 
‘to put after such a clear statement. 

‘Mr. Musso—How far do you live from 
the Alhambra?—100 yards. Are there 
a fonce and creek between ?—Yes.

It was in an envelope not sealed up, and 
T imagined the people who had signed it 
were anxibus to have the noise stopped, 
so I signed it too. 

Det.-Sergt. Burnside stated—I went to 
the Alhambra Hotel yesterday evening 
with Det. Kingston, “We arrived there 
at 12.15 and the band was then making a 
fearful noise and people were singing and 
shouting inside the hotel. We went past 
the hotel to a spot about 300 yards be- 
yond, and remained until 2.45 a.m. to- 
ay.’ The band continued to play 
tervals until 2.15. 
Mr. Musso said—I want the Court to 
tice that the charge is in connection 
with alleged disorderly conduct which 
had occurred in July and August, where- 
as the evidence being given was for what 
had occurred in September. 

Mr. Ellis—You are either mistaken, or 
aro misleading the Court in regard to 
that. The first charge was withdrawn 
and the police have now preferred an- 
other charge which includes what oc- 
carred in September. 

Mr. Musso—I have then been misled 
myself. Iwas not informed that a new 
charge had been brought forward. 

Inspector McDowell—It is practically 
the samo wording, but a now charge. 

Mr. Musso—I have been misled. 

In reply to Mr. Musso, witnoss said— 
The band mado a foarful noiso and was 
composed of from 20 to 30 players. 

His Honour—Did the band play inside 
or out ?—Inside, but the windows wore 
all open. 

Mr. Musso! It seems you measure 
noise by the number of performers ?— 
Nothing of the kind. 

Thon why did you say the band was 
making a fearful noise?—Becauso I 
heard it. 

You said that thero was a fearful noise 
because thore were 20 to 30 players >— 
Excuse me, I said nothing of the kind. I 
said there were 20 or 30 playors and 
singing and shouting. 

Mr. Musso—That is an addition. 

Have you been to the Alhambra 
before !—Yes. 

‘Have you noticed disorderly conduct ? 
—Of what kind? 

I said disorderly conduct and I want 
an answer “yes” or “no” ?—Yes. Was 
that before the 25th August ?—It was. 

Mr. Masso—I must point out that it 
is to the knowledge of the Court that 
the witness said in the case against Mr. 
Schwartz for gambling that he had not 
seen disorderly conduct at the hotel ! 

Witness—The time I refer to was in 
connection with an American sailor who 
assaulted Mr. Schwartz. 

His Honour—What happened ?—The 
sailor was not admitted to the hotel and 
went on to the road after committing 
the assault. 

Mr. Musso—And that is the reason 
you call the house a disorderly one. An 
‘American sailor came to the place and

Mr. McDowell—Was that in company 
with a Spanish Consular Official ?—Yes. 

The Inspector said—The witness has 
made it very plain that disorderly con- 
duct has occurred. ‘The band was 
evidently playing this morning until 2.15, 
and no one but a heavy sleeper could 
have had any sleep until nearly 3 a.m. 

Detective Kingston corroborated the 
evidence of Det.-Sergeant Burnside and 
no questions were asked him. 

Insp. McDowell said—That is all tho 
evidence I intend to call. It is not 
necessary to point out how clearly the 
case has been proven. The gentlemen 
who signed the petition are all men of 
high character and standing, and are 
entirely above doing anything malicious. 
Then there is the evidence of the three 
gentlemen themselves, who have made a 
clear statement of the facts. They have 
been annoyed with the noises and music, 
The latter was very nice at certain times, 
but people should not be allowed to 
hammer away all night, to the discomfort 
of those living in the vicinity. Thon 
there is the evidence of the Police. 
The Indian P. C. has given a straight- 
forward account and the two detectives 
have shown that the nuisanco was in 
no way abated up toa lato hour of last 
night. 

is Honour—Have you any witnesses 
to call Mr. Musso ?—Yes, your Honour. 

Mr. Ellis—Is there any necessity for 
theso gentlemen to remain in Court any 
longer?

By Inspector McDowell—The band 
oes not continue longer than 1 or 1.30 
am. I will swear that I have not played 
later than 1 o'clock on Sunday night. 

Inspector McDowell contended that 
Mr. Newhouse had said that the place 
was kept open until 2 or 3 a.m. if anyone 
was there. by 

Inspector McDowell—T submit I asked 
himwhat time he closed, and he said at 
two or three o'clock if any guests were 
there. 

The sub-manager—The band has played 
after 12, The band played until one 
o'clock, excopt on two occasions when 
there were balls. 

Inspector MeDowell—It is clear that 
there was no strict hour for stopping the 
band. 

Assistant Manager—I have uot a strict 
hour for stopping the band. 

Inspector McDowell—I only wanted to 
bring out that there was no strict hour 
for stopping the band. 

Witness (band master)—I would never 
play later than 1.30, 

By Mr. Musso—I have not a contract 
with Mr. Schwartz, 

Assistant Manager (by Mr. Musso)— 
There is a house 500 to 600 yards away, I 
don’t know whether it is Crawford's, I 
can’t soe any other house from our 
verandah, Our gate is 50 to 60 yards from 
the Hotel. {We havo done 50'to 60 per 
cout less business since’ this prosecution 
was started. 

Mr. Schwartz, questioned by Mr. 
Musso—1 know the charges . brought 
against me. I am not guilty. I have 
never allowed disorderly conduct or fights 
in the Alhambra, 

By his Honour—There have been no 
complaints about the music. Mr, Tulloch 
wanted to buy a piece of ground which I 
refused to sell, so he tod me he would 
shut up the Alhambra. He never com- 
plained before this. 

By Inspector MeDowell—I cannot 
remember tho date when Mr. Tulloch 
said ho would close my Hotel up. 
It was before he went to Tientsin, 
‘The band always stops at 1.30 and some- 
times at 12 o'clock. I don’t want police- 
men to come to my place, as I don’t get 
many people there when policemen are 
there. Iam not sure whetier I was in 
the Hotel on Sunday night, but I gave 
instructions about the band which would 
be carried out if I were absent. 

Inspector MeDowell—On Sunday night 
two detectives wero there who have como 
to Court prepared to swear that tho 
band played until 2.15 a.m 

By Inspector MeDowell—Women from 
Kiangse Road come to the hotel as well 
as people from the Shanghai Club. 

By Mr. Musso—I have seen Mr. 
Biand in the Alhambra, as well as 
members of the Watch Committee, 
the Captain Superintendent of the 
Police and other respectable members 
of the community. 

Inspector McDowell summed up the 
case for the prosecution and submitted 
that the evidence justified the charge 
and asked for a conviction. 
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‘Mr: Musso summed up at some length, 
Jaying particalar stress on tho maliciout 
way in which the charge was broughs. 
Fre asked for damages for loss of sales 
and a dismissal of the charge with costs. 

Judgment was reserved.-

The above case is instituted by the 
Shanghai Municipal Council against 
Moses ‘Schwartz, an Argentine subject 
under Spanish protection (there being 
no Consul of his country here), for 
public nuisance and the disorderly man- 
ner.in which the Alhambra Hotel is con- 
ducted. 

The prosecution has not proved that 
the Alhambra Hotel is conducted in a 
disorderly manner but this Court is 
satisfied that the baud playing at the 
Alhambra Hotel after midnight with 
doors and windows thrown open is a cause 
of disturhance to the neighbours. 

Tho caso is therefore dismissed and 
the defendant is ordered to stop the 
band playing in the open at midnight. 
Ho is hereby cautioned that if the band 
is to play fter miduight inside of the 
rooms of the Alhambra Hotel precaution 
must be taken to subdue the noise in such 
& way as not to cause disturbance to the 
neighbours.

THE MIXED COURT. 


Shanghai, 12th September. 
Bofore Mr. Huaxo Hsvrw (Magistrate) 
and Mr. B. Twyyax (British Assessor). 
An Unsustained Charge. 

A mafoo was charged with stealing a 
quantity of horse-food, of the value of 
$10, from No. 41, Avenue Road, on the 
10th instant. 

‘Mrs. R. Perez proseouted and said that 
sho paid the mafoo a mouthly wage for 
himself and the No. 2 mafoo and in 
addition paid him a monthly sum to sup- 
ply food for the horse. On the 9th in- 
stant, she paid him all the money that was 
due to him, both for wages aud for food 
for the horse. On the 10th instant she 
gavo him $10 to get in some more food 
for the horse. She went to the Spanish 
Consulate to tiffin that day and returned 
just in time to see the mafoo taking away 
A quantity of the horse's food irom the 
premises. The mafoo kuew that she 
intended to dismiss him that day. 

The mafoo said that the $10 paid to 

* him by thé prosecutrix was for wages 
that were due to him. The horse-foot 
was bis own, as ho had paid for it him- 
self. 

‘Tho prosecutrix said the mafoo receiv- 
edall that was duo to him on the 9ch 
instant, and the S10 paid on the 10th 
instant’ was to purehase food for the 
horse. It was truo that some time pre- 
viously she had ert the mafoo $10 on 
account of him havi:ig employed an iucap- 
able No. 2 mifoo v-ho did Tis. 30 worth 
of damage to the iudia-rubber tyres of 
the carriage. 

The Assessor said there had ovidently 
been some misundestanding on the part 
of the mafoo as to what the $10 was for, 
and he thought i; was for balance of 
wages. Tho defencant would therefore 
be discharged.

Britain and Russia approached nearer 
tho brink of, war a few days ago than 
even tho grave official statement in the 
‘House of Commons disclosed. 

“1 was sitting in Lord Lansdowne’ 
office talking to him the day the M: 
incident reached its culminating point,” 
said a prominent European diplomatist 
to the “Star” correspondent.‘ He had 
just finished telling me that Anglo-'| 
Russian relations had developed in an 
unhappy phase, whon a telegram was 
brought him. His Lordship’ excused 
himself, opened the telegram and began 
to read: His face became deathly p: 
‘and his hands shook. - I immediately r 
and proposed to withdraw.” 

“Very good,” said Lord Lansdowne, 
“we can renew our conversation some 
other time.” 

“T left the room and. proceeded at 
once to call on my friend Count Benck- 
endorf, the Russian ambassedor. What 
the Count said revealed tho cause of the 
crisis, Lansdowne had submitted what 
was equivalent to an ultimatum and 
Lamsdorff had sont a reply to the effect 
that Russia did not intend to yield. Thus 
the caso stood when I left Benckendorff, 
Tho Count believed Lamsdorff would re- 
main firm but subsequont developmonts 
showed that the French Government re- 
fused to support the Russian position! 
Hence the Czar’s foreign secretary gave 
way.” 

Although the. situation between the 
two Governments il in dispute, i 
is thought that an amicable issue’ is 
assured. ‘The only serious questions in- 
Volved are those of the status of the 
volunteer fleet and the legality of Russia’s 
attitude toward neutral cargoes, including 
contraband of war. Lansdowne’s chief 
anxiety is to prevent Russia from doing 
anything that would require Britain 
to go to the aid of Japan. Any 
attempt to send the Black Sea tleet 
through the Dardanelles would violate 
the treaties and by bringing Turkey into 

ianco with Russia would alter the 
ituation. unfavourably to the Islanders. 
Both Britain and Japan will be most 
conciliatory with respect to technicali- 
ties for each desires to localiso hostilities,

‘Tho war risk rates on vessols going 
through the Canal to China and Japan 
have stiffened in consequence of tho pres- 
ence of Russian cruisors on the highway 
to the Suez Canal and to the presonce of 
other vessels in tho Red Sea. A good 
deal of business is being done, but ratos 
have no common denominator. 'Thoy 
become, however, generally stiffor, with 
the reluctance of underwriters to plungo 
blindly into the present chaos, ‘Thro 
per cont is being paid for war risks on 
cargo from the Pacific coast of America 
to Japan. It is expected in Lloyd's 
that premiums will become still heavier, 
for underwriters are liable to pay a total 
Joss on the war risk policy of a steamer 
immediately she is seized. A month or 
ix weeks ago tramp vessels could bo 
sured out to Japan against capture at 
5s. per cent., while liners, such as P. and 
0., Holt, &e., could be covered at 3s, 4d, 
per cent. and underwriters are now 
sostling losses upon such policies. In ono 
case alone £75 had been received in 
premiums upon a steamer against capture, 
and the unfortunate insurers are claimed 
upon for £30,000. Many of the more 
prudent underwriters are declining to 
write war risks at any prico.

OUGHT SOCIALISTS TO DEFEND 
THEIR COUNTRY?

Ihave been told by many Socialists that 
my articles on National Defence are in- 
consistent with my Humanist and Socialist 
professions. I deny this charge. I have 
thought too long and too deeply ut all 
these things to stamble into inconsistencies 
and contradictions. I understand my 
religion too clearly to hold or uphold any 
two principles that antagonistic to 
each other, But let. us consider the 
matter. 

Tam told that my advocacy of a proper 
acheme of National Defence i, contrary to 
my professions. What are my professions ? 

T believe: that peace is better than war, 
I believe ‘that union is better than dis- 
union. 1 believe that all men are 
brothers, aud that in the sight of Justice 
the good man and the bad man differ only 
asthe weak differ from the strong. do 
not ‘bolieve in conquest, nor in robbery, 

in oppression, I am not an Im. 
t, bub call myself a Little Eng. 
lander. I have no racial hatreds, nor 
racial ji ies, but try to “cultivate 

living creatures a bounteous 
friendly feeling.” “It would make me very 
happy to kuow that amity and fraternity 
existed between our own people and the 
peoples of Germany, Russia, ‘France, Italy, 
and America. Ib ‘would make mo very 
unhappy to know that war was impending 
between any two nations, or between us, 
and ‘uy other nation, “T recognise that it 
is to the interest of the workers of all 
nations that war should cease, and 
wars are almost always fomented by the 
ambitiousand the wealthy. I believe it is 
our duty to love our fellow-creatures : and 
Thope I have as much fraternity. and 
Philanthropy as any one of my criti 

But for all that I’ want to see our country 
made secure against invasion, and I main. 
tain that this desire in no’ wise clashes 
with the professions above stated 

I will try to make this clear to our 
correspondents by replying in detail to an 
open letter addressed to me in the columns 
The Northern Weekly,” by Mr. ©. 
Allen Clarke. Mr, Clarke says : 

“You say you are against war, yet advise 
men’ to prepare for it. Can a man be 
against murder yet advise men to kill? 
Orn 4 man be opposed to robbery and yet 
teach men how to steal? Can 
honestly be Socialist, yet practise all the 
tricks of business competition ?
